Profitable to } 
Winter Steers 


Excellent Side Line to Grain Grow- 
ing and Uses up Much Straw 
And Rough Feed 


Most of the cattle marketed from 
the farms and ranches of- Western 
Canada are sould in the fall and carly 
winter, months, The result is that 
prices are always more or less de- 
pressed at that timie. In the spring 
tnd early summer months, the sup- 
ply reaching the market is small and 
i that time prices reach the’ highest 

vels. In the seasons before the 
war, the difference between the price 
of feeders in the fall and fat cattle 

the spring on the Winnipeg mar- 
et ran usually from two to three 
tents per pound. In the last two 
easons, the increase has been as fol- 
ows: Best feeders, November, 1915 
5.75; choice steers, May 1916 $9.75; 
est feeders, November 1916 $5.25; 
choice steers, May 1917 $11.50. This 
thows an increase between fall and 


spring prices of from four cents to 


five and a quarter cents per pound. 
is fall (1917). feeders are higher 
than ever, but there is every. indica- 
tion that fat steers will be propor- 
tionately still higher in the spring. 
There is therefore a good opportu- 
nity for farmers to increase the reve- 
nue from their farms by fattening 
steers over winter, placing them. on 
the market, fat, and getting the high- 
est price of the year, instead of sell- 
ing them thin or half-finished in the 
fall, Feeding experiments conduct- 
ed at Brandon Experimental Farm. 
over a large number of years show 
that it is possible to make a good 
profit on winter-fattened steers. 


This type of livestock feeding fits 


‘in particularly well with grain grow- 


ing. It uses up straw,- the principle 
waste by-products of grain grow- 
ing, turning it into value. Edible 
weed seeds and = shrunken or low 
grade grain may also be utilized and 
or the marketing of oats and_ bar- 
ley, it affords higher prices: than can 
be obtained by selling these grains 
direct. Brandon, results show over 
twice market prices. obtained | from 
pats and barley fed to steers.. Winter 
steer feeding fits in well with grain 
growing in regard to the cconomic 
nse ‘of labor. During the summer, 
when the grain crop demands much 
labor, it does not require any; in the 
winter, when there is little to do in 
tonnection with the grain crop, it 
provides profitable employment for 
® year-round man. 

The steers to be fed should be of 
good beef type and of good constitu- 
tion. There. is no use wasting good 
feed on unthrifty or ungainly steers. 
They will not make the gains neces- 
sary to pay for the feed and will 
not command top prices, even when 


fat. Two-year old steers have given 
best results .on the whole in the 
work at Brandon, but well grown 


yearlings may also be used. Older 
stéers are not as economical gainers. 
Younger stock can be fed profitably, 
but must get more hay and not so 


sh straw as the larger animals. Jt 
i beiter to have all the lot of a 


uniform size, small cattle mixed with 
large do ndt get a fair chance if they 
are running loose. : 

Best results have been obtained 
from feeding in loose box stalls rath- 
er than from tying the cattle up. In 
order to handle them safely in this 
way they should be dehorned. No 
Berious sctback is experienced from 
dehorning, and the temporary  set- 
back is soon passed and the stock 
thrive much better on account of the 
peaceful environment. 

Steers may be fattened successful- 
ly with only st-.w and grain. When 
no greater varity is available, great- 


er quantities of grain must be used! 


than are necessary when a higher 
rade of roughage can be got. Good 
ie makes an excellent roughage for 
steer feeding. Sheaf oats is also very 
good, giving fully as good results as 
the same quantity of feed in the form 
of oat chop and cut straw. Corn also 
makes a profitable roughage and_ es- 
pecially when cured in the form of en- 
silage reduces the cost of making 
gains. The grain ration shou!d vary 
according to the season and_ the 
character of the other feeds. With 
straw, about four pounds of chop per 
stecr daily should be given’ at the 
start of the feeding period. This 
should be increased gradually until 
for the last month or so, each steer 
should receive 15 or 16 pounds of 
grain each day. When good hay is 
used, no grain at all will be required 
for the first month or six weeks, then 
a small allowance should be started 
and gradually increaséd to about 
twelve pounds per steer at the finish. 
Corn stalks or ensi!age mixed with 
straw will lessen the grain require- 
ments as compared to straw alone, 
but will not bring them to the amount 
used with good hay. Where different 
rades of roughage are to be used, 
t is better to feed out the poorest 
first, as the steers become more par- 
ticular as the grain ration is increas- 
ed and a change from a more or less 
palatable roughage might mean that 


they would refuse it for a time and) 


get a setback. Or where practicable, 
the two’ qualities of roughage ma be 
mixed, and a uniform quality fe all 
through the ‘winter. The grain to be 
used will depend on what is avail- 
able, and the prices. Oats and bar'ey 
are excellent, a mixture of the two 
is much better than either alone. 
Oats alone, is rather light and not 
sufficiently fattening. Barley alone is 
too heavy and not safe to feed, es- 
pecially in the heavier quantities at 
the end of the fattening period, Fro- 
zen or shrunken wheat, rye, corn or

nder average circumstances half 
oats is a good proportion. 

Steers will make greater gains and 
at a smaller cost of feed if housed 
in a warm, comfortable stable. How- 
ever, it. has been proven in the tests 
at Brandon that such shelter is not 
essential. Very. satisfactorily and 
profitable results. have been obtained 
from feeding steers over winter with 
only an open shed for shelter. In 
fact, for a number of years. they 
were fed with no shelter except

Which Apparently Refutes the Pre-

The copyright of the Revised Ver- 
sion of the Bible is the property of 
jthe Oxford and Cambridge Univer- 
sity Presses, though the fact had es- 
caped the notice of even’ so experi- 
enced a lawyer as Sir Edward Clarke. 
A few years ago Sir Edward prepared | 
a collated version of St. Paul’s Epis- 
tles, following the version of the 
translators of 1611 in all cases where 
their rendering was substantia'ly ac- 
curate, and elsewhere substituting 
the version of the revisers of 1881. 
When the whole of his work was in 
type he discovered that he could not 

ublish without the consent of the 

niversity Presses. He accordingly 
applied for the necessary permission, 
which was duly givin, though with-’ 
out enthusiasm and on_ conditions. 
Sir Edward was required to state that 
his use of the Revised Version was 
made “with the consent but without 
the approval of the University Pres- 
ses,” and that the Syndics do not 
countenance the offering of this ver- 
sion (ic, Sir Edward Clarke’s  col- 
lated version) for: public use in 
church.—London Daily News.

Tried toStart U.S.-Jap Fight 


German Plot in Early Part of the 
War Is Uncarthed . 


That desperate efforts were made 
by the German ambassador and mili- 
tary and naval officers in the United 
States to stir up enmity between the 
United States and Japan in the early 
days of the European war while the 
United States was still a neutral has 
been revealed by the diary of Cap- 
tain Karl Grasshof, commander of 
the gunboat Geier. which interned at 
Honolulu in November, 1914, to save 
herself from destruction by a Japan- 
ese cruiser, the Hizen, which waited 
beyond the. three-mile limit for her 
to show her nose outside the harbor, 
The diary is in, the possession of the 
naval intelligence bureau of the Ha- 
waiian naval division and was made 
public on authority from the intelli- 
gence bureau. .

How Navy Life Looks 
Mother 


“For ten days I was the|guest of 
the Atlantic fleet,” writes a mother 
who made a visit to investigate for 
Good: Housekeeping. She tells other 
mothers, in the January issue, just 
now their boys live on »baard ship. 
She says: “During those days | tried 
to do everything the boys had to do, 
atewith them; I worked with them; 
'T even got sick and went to the hos- 
al s I did everything they did 
except ‘sleep in a hammock and fire 
a gun. They wouldn't let me fire a 
gun, andl was glad-of it. As to the 

ammock, I tried to get.in one, but 
the art of arriving in a ‘dream sack’ 
some six feet from the floor is an ac- 
quired ‘one. There is not geclusion 
enough: on ship for a mother with 

er set muscles and avoirdupois to 
become a hammock artist. : 

“How do our sons live in this mas- 
culine world? (For the navy is a 
man’s world, and in it a woman has 
no place)... First of all, they live 
with almost no furniture. There is 
no place on fighting ships for other 
than the barest necessities. They eat 
from long tables and sit on benches. 
There. are no table cloths or  nap- 
(kins, ‘but the tables are scrubbed as 
{clean as any table cloth -can be and 
the benches too. During the hours 
|when meals are not being served 
‘these tables are folded up and held 
by chains from great hooks near the 
roof of the passageway. The benches 
are folded up and placed on top of 
the tables. 

“The beds are hammocks swing 
from ‘two -iron hooks, During the 
morning the hammocks are. aired ov- 
er the rail of the ship, at noon they 
(are ‘lashed’ up and put in big bin- 
jlooking places... These hammocks 
are, 1 am told, very comfortable once 
you learn how to get in them. They 
are really life preservers with flota- 
tion enough to hold up two men. 

“For a‘dresser or a chiffonier, each 
boy has a big deep ‘sack which looks 
something like a bag sugar or flour 
comes in.

The electrical engineering depart- 
ment of the state Agricultural Col- 
lege of Manhattan, Kan., is at pres- 
ent engaged in conducting & series 
of experiments with a view to im- 
proving the prevailing methods of 
generating electricity from windmill 
power.
